The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  very  high  compared  with 
that  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales . There  were  nine 
deaths  of  infants;  six  of  these  were  due  to  prematurity,  two 
to  congenital  malformations,  and  one  baby,  aged  1 month,  was 
asphyxiated  while  sleeping  with  her  mother.

SEWERAGE. 

Work  was  carried  out  on  the  Templeton  sewerage  scheme, 
but  this  was  not  completed. 

Sev/erage  at  Saundersf'oot  causes  greater  concern  every 
year.  There  are  frequent  complaints  of  overflowing  cesspits, 
and  infiltration  of  sewerage  into  gardens  and  land.  The 
population  of  the  village  is  very  considerably  increased 
during  the  summer,  and  the  position  is  then  aggravated.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  by  the  Council’s 
covered  vehicle  has  been  satisfactory,  and  efforts  have  been 
made  to  extend  the  collection  from  out-lying  districts.
